ſchiſm, contempt or negleR of his 
Word, wath all the evils that wan- 
tonnels or fecurity bring in their 
retinue: ſo that as the bleſſings of 
Peace uſe to make up our thank(- 
givings,wehavenow reaſon to men- 
tion them 1n our penitential threnes 
and the ſongs of our ſorrow. This 
cauſe hath had an univerſal influ- 
ence, and corrupted even ſome of 
thoſe whoſe Sacred Office obliged 
them to maintain the purity and fin- 
cerity of Religion either with their 
doctrine or their bloud. 

Whence the ſecond cauſe has its 
riſe ; the great remiſsneſs both of 
civil and of facred Diſcipline. This 
made men either tranſgrelſs; the 
Laws with impunity, or be cenſu- 
red with partiality. For the Eccleſi- | 
aſtick power (with grief I mention. * 
It, not as an argument of reproach) 
was not fo (ſtrongly . bent againſt ' 
prophaneneſs as duty and neceſlity 
dig require. Towhich I may add that 
[5-4 Ac4. whoſe. -

whoſe - parentage is* of the 'fame 
cauſe,the livesof 'many Churchmen 
bore a greater conformity to the ſins 
they were to reprove, than the ver- 
tues and precepts they taught. The 
world had fo high a place in ſome of 
their hearts; that themſelves ſoon 
found little intereft in the hearts of 
the world. And'when the Diſpenſers 
of Religion fall' into contempt, jt 
mult be a ſtrong arm;and morethan 
that of fleſh, that can bear'up Reli- 
vion it ſelf, and keepthat from fal- 
ling too,” As Government 1n the 
Church was 'intended a remedy 
agnnſt Schifm, ſo'the corruption of 
Government let4n' Schiſms' and Fa:
